CITY OF MEXLCO, June 29%.—The reports 
have been meager regardin:s tie Mareles ac- 
cident, as the telegraph was destroyed by the 
managers for the purpose of suppressing the 
detaits.

her, Heavy rains fell Thursday 
With hail Thursday night. By order 
of the War Secretary the Third Battalion of 
soldiers took the train from Cuantala to come 
tothe City of Mexico. The road had been in- 
augurated a week before by President Gona- 
zales, and the Third Battalion was one of the 
regiments taking part in the iuauguration. 
The train passed Malpojis and two 
miles beyond where the bridye 
was washed away tbe train, at full 
speed, piunged into the chasm. The engineer 
and fireman were killed instantly. A large 
vargo of whisky and alcohol which was 
aboard caught fire. The car containing the 
thirteen officers fell beneath the load of,biaz- 
ur spirits and was burned witb its contents. 
The car containing the soldiers was partly 
burned. A heavy flood was 
rushing through the chasm 
and many were drowned and others burned 
vevond recognition. The nigbt was dark and 
mistyand no help could be obtained. The 
news was one day in reaching the City of 
Mexico, tiftv miles off. President Gonzales 
hus ordered a commission to investigate the 
matter immediately, though nothingican come 
of the investigation. The Goverament is 
somewhat interested in the road. Great sor- 
row is prevalentinthe city. The concession 
forthe Moreles road was given to Delfin San 
Chee, a Mexican constructor from Mexico 
and Cuaulata, with a subsidy of. 8.000 per 
kiiometre. The line is narrow guage and 
was bullt entirely with this one sub- 
vention and had no other financial 
backing. It was built by Mexican engineers 
and was a first attempt at railroading. The 
road was cheaply and hurriedly constructed 
and the accident was prophesied by compe- 
tent engineers. Pablie opinion blames Man- 
aver Sanchez who has left the city. The 
defense is that there 
were no trackmen to warn bin of 
danger. It was the intention of the promo- 
moters to extend the line to the Pacific at 
Seely by means ef a Government sunsidy. 
The Lunes, the only city paper without a 
Government subsidy, attacks the Govern- 
ment and Administration. It says some one 
is to blame, assails Porfirio Diaz and calls 
Sanchez to account. The Diareo, the omici«ul 
Government, organ considers the accident be- 
yond human foresight.

MINISTERIAL CHANGES,

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THE CQMET’S COURSE. 


On June 23d It Was 23,000,000 
Miles From the Earth.

Iis Tail is Over 6,000,000 Miles in 
Length—It Will Disappear to the 
Eye in Two Weeks. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 29.—The distin- 
guished astronomer, Prof. J. N. Stockwell, of 
the Case school of Applied Science in this city, 
makes the following statement of his observa- 
tions of the comet of the evenings of June 24, 
4, and 26: I had the good for- 
tune to get observations of its 
position with sufficient precision to 
enable me to determine approximately 
its path through space. The elements of its 
orbit derived from these observations are 
very similarto the element of the comet 
which appeared ir 1807, and render it some- 
what probable it may be the return of that 
comet. Wecannot, however, pronounce with 
certainty on that point until observations 
extending over a much larger period have 
been taken and carefully discussed. If we 
trace the path of the comet back to June I. 
we find it then had a right ascension of about 
five bours and that its declination was nearly 
40 degrees south. In this position it could be 
well ovserved in the southern hemisphere, 
and is very probably the same comet observed 
by Dr. Gould at Cordoba, in the Argentine 
Republic, June 1. Its distance from the earth 
was then 44,000,000 miles. From that point it 
traveled directly north and passed a little to 
the westward of the sun June 19, ata distance 
of 21,000,000 miles from the earth. It reachedits 
perihelion June 23, when it was about 72,- 
000, 00 miles from the sun and 23,000,000 from 
the earth. June 28 it was 9,000,000 of miles 
from the earth and receding ata rate of 1,300,- 
000 miles daily. July 10 it will be within 
about ten degrees of the North 
Star, and its distance will be 
more than 50,000,000 miles from the earth, 
The dimensions of this comet at the very great 
diameter of tne position of its head cannot 
be less than 10,000 miles, while the nebulosity 
surrounding it cannot be less than three 
times as great. The length of the 
tail must exceed 6,000,000 miles. The 
comet has been in our skies during a month 
past, and it is proper to inquire why it was 
not seen before. According to our compila- 
tion it came from the southern hemisphere 
almost in a line with the sun. So it 
rose above the horizon in the 
east after sunrise and sunk below 
the horizon west before sunset. It was there- 


fore above our borizon by daylight until June 
10,at Which time it Was so near the sun it was 
enveloped in the twilight while above the hor- 
izon. But its rapid motion northward car- 
ried it in three days so far from the 
sun that it remained above 
the horizon until the disappearance of twi- 
ight, and in the meantime it had passed 
through its perihelion and appeared as a fully 
developed comet of magnificent dimensions 
when first discovered fin the northern hem- 
isphere. It is and has been growing 
rapidly fainter since it was first 
discovered and it will continue to do so until 
its tinal disappearance. It will probably dis- 
uppear to the naked eye within a couple of 
weeks, butitis probable that it can be foi- 
lowed with the telescope during a number 
of months

Programme of Its Annual Fourth of 
July Shoot. 


The St. Louis Gun Club’s seventh annual 
prize shoot will take place at Compton Ave- 
nue Park on Monday, July 4, 1881. This has 
been looked forward to with interest, and the 
programme, which is now complete, is given 
in outline below. The first sboot of 
the day will begin promptly at 8 a. m. 
and is for club prizes and 
city medal. The entrance fee is simply the 
cost of the birds, and the conditions are five 
birds twenty-one yards, and five birds twen- 
ty-six yards. Ties, first three singles twen- 
ty-six yards; second, three singles thirty-one 
yards. For this shoot five scores with first 
and second prizesin each score have been 
arranged as follows: First score, first prize. 
city medal and $50; second #0. Second 
score, first $40, second $30. Third score, first 
$30, second $20. Fourth score, firat $20, sec- 
ond $10. Fifth score, first, $10, second $5. 

The second shoot will be for the insurance 
medal, valued at $150, which was presented to 
the club, July 4, 1878, by the following 
donors, representing various insurance com- 


anies: John W. Munson, Geo. H. Koch, 
Vm. H. Markham, Martin Collins, Joseph E. 
Cowan. Bartlett & Miller, Delaficid & Snow, 
Hill, Blossom & Co., Slaughter & Hirshburg, 
Carroll & Powell, Bentley & McFarland, Geo. 
T. Cram, H. D. MeLean, R. W. Powell, T. M. 
Taylor and W. L. Garrison. The conditions 
upon which the medal is held are that it be 
shot for annually at 3 pairs birds, 18 yards 
rise; 3 single birds, 21 yards rise; 3 single 
birds, 26 vards rise, and 3 single birds 
yards rise. Ties—Ist, 2 pairs 
birds, 21 yards rise; 3 single 
birds, 31 yards rise. Second, one pair birds 
at 23 yards rise, two single birds at 31 yards 
rise. In addition tothe medalin this shoot, 
there will be added asweep $3 entrance, class 
shooting, to be divided into five purses of 30, 
25, 20, 15 and 10 per cent. In the event of any 
member not wishing to participate in purse 
be can shoot for the medal independent of 
the entrance. 

The city medal is shot for every Fourth of 
July, and the winner is required to have it on 
the ground at the next Fourth of July shoot. 
The Insurance medalis shotfor in the same 
way, but the member winning it 
three times in succession becomes owner of 
it. All questions arising o the grounds in 
connection with this shoot must be referred 
to the following Committee on Arrangements, 
whose decision will be final: II. C. West, T. 
H. Burtt and D. A. Marks. Each member 
who enters the shoots will deposit with the 
cashier $10, and at the conclusion of the 
match, after deducting the price of the birds, 
the balance will be returned.

THE DEAD WARRIOR. 


Obsequies of Maj. Gen. Davidson of the 
U. S. Army. 


The funeral of Maj. Gen. Davidson at 3 
o’clock to-day was amemorable affair. The 
dead soldier had a host of friends in this city, 
men who had known him long and respected 
him thoroughly. Gen. Davidson 
has been Colonel of the Second Infantry for 
along time, and has endeared himself as 
much to his immediate military friends as to 
his general associates, and the mourning for 


his death is by no means contined to

had a wider circle of personal friends, and 
few deserved betterthe love and esteem in 
which they were held. The funeral 
at three o’clock this evening Was 
held aceording to the beautiful ritual 
ofthe Episcopal Church, and an added sol- 
emnity was given by the presence of a large 
body of troops from the Barracks, under tbe 
command of Lieut.-Col. John Green, of the 
First Cavalry. The troops were formed at the 
Plum Street Depot, and were thence marched 
to the residence of Mr. Ben E. Walker. 1629 
Chestnut street, where the body was lying in 
state. The Cavulry Depot band preceded the 
troops, and thelglong line was strung out. 
on Chestnut street the music play- 
ed was a very solemn dirge, the 
appearance of the troops was elegant 
and their marching superb. When 3 o’clock 
came the casket was placed in the hearse 
wrapped around with the] American flag, and 
the cortege escorted by the soldiers set 
out for Christ Church, where the funeral 
service was pronounced. Thence tbe 
route was taken up to Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery, where the body was interred with 
proper military honors and salutes.

‘CHANGE GOSSIP. 


J. Will Bovd returned this morning from a 
three weeks’ visit to Eastern cities. 

Large receipts of wheat are expected here 
next week, as country shippers are eager to 
take advantage of present hich rates and will 
rush the new wheat inas fast as they can 
get it. 

St. Paul shippers are so well satistied witb 
the success of their initial shipment of spring 
wheat by the river to Europe that they are 
now figuring on a much larger lot to go by 
the same route and at the sume rate as the 
first shipment. Tobacco is now being shipped 
by riverto New Orleans, whence it is re- 
shipped to Europe. 

The bears on wheat are looking for a break- 
downin prices so soon as receipts of new 
wheat commence pouring in, and if the de- 
cline is heavy enough, to which end they will 
help all in their power, they believe tne coun- 
try will become alarmed and try to sell out 
the long wheat it holds, and this will have 
the effect to demoralize values and send them 
down to near a dollar. 


The St. Louis wheat market stood on its 
own bottom to-day and actually was not in- 
fluenced by Chicago. For some time inthe 
morning there were no telegraphic advices 
and operators were seemingly at sea, not 
knowing whether to buy or sell, butthe 
clear hot weather finally settled matters and 
caused a weak feeling to crop out, and 
though later Chicago came in higher it failed 
to strengthen the home market, which ruled 
very weak and lower. 


There promisesto be the usual squabble 
over the question of the adjournment when 
it comes up Thursday to be voted upon. The 
speculative grain traders and provision men 
are ~~ all in favor of closing the Exchange 
from Friday to Tuesday, over the Fourth, but 
receivers, especially those getting wheat, mil- 
lers and flour men do no tackle kindlv tothe 
iden of being shut off from business for three 
days. 

The storms that prevailed yesterday, East 
and North, besides other damage, leveled a 
great many telegraph poles or broke down 
the wires, so that telegraphic communication 
between this city and points East and North 
were nearly cut off. It was difficult for mer- 
cbants to get off a telegram to Chicago, To- 
ledo or New York or receive messages from 
these places, so that speculative grain trading 
was seriously interfered with. 


Outside of a boiler roomin full blast ora 
crowded street car, the Exchange room is the 
hottest place in the city.

To add to the discomfort of 
the room a steady shower of 
soot is driven in throuch tbe 
open windows and covers desks. counters 
and chairs, not to speak of individuals, so 
that it is Impossible to keep clean for any 
time. The gallery of the room is even worse 
than the floor in respect to heat, for the 
heated air ascending from the sweltering 
crowd below renders a lengthy stay above a

TONS OF GOLD. 


Scenes in the New York Assay OTice— 
$0,000 of Bullion. 
From tue New York Sun. 

It cost. 51.200 to -end 55.000, 000 in bullion 
from the New York Ay Office tothe Parla- 
delphia Mint. That is why room in the As- 
sav Office is at present wailed aroun:l with 
roid bricks, The wetlzht of $000,900 int 
ions snd a quarter, or more accurately, 16,03) 
pounds. Congress wes asked for 50.0% to 
cover the expenses of transporting oatiion ta 
the mint, but it only appropriate! $20.00), 
Retween the 2d of August last and May 1, 
$60,000,000 in gold was received in the Assay 
Office, and for lack of money to send it to the 
mint 360,000,000 vet remains on the hinds 
of Superintendent Thomas G. Acton, 
This sixty millions weighs about umety- 
nine tene. A man who should = own 
it would be able to wall himself up 
init asin a well, and the well would not be 
so Wiceoerso high but that he could stand in 
the midcle and souch every brick. Thenum- 
ber of centiemen in this country who could 
perfotta this interesting experiment with 
their own gold is small. The bricks in the 
Assay office average about 4,000 apiece in 
value. Ihe most of them are not much to 
look at. They sre as black and dullin color 
asa (Heap quality of stovepipe. [f vouseratch 
one With aknifeyou make a bright yellow 
mark, and this mark will not get black again. 
These liuck bricks are composed of meited 
forcign coins, containing about the right 
amount of alloy for American coinage, ant so 
the allov is allowed to remain in them. When 
the melted goid is poured into the moulds the 
oxveen of the air attacks the copper of the al- 
loy, and turus it black. If it were worth 
while to protect the bricks fremtbe nir until 
they got cold ihcy would never get any dark- 
érincolorthana gold coin would. Fo- 
thirds of #)] these bricks are make of French 
twenty-irane pieces. Those bricks mada: of 
gold dire rom the mines are very neariy 
pure unte, and are as bright as coins. The 
disinave froin all this gold, if it were put at 
intef est at per cent., would make a gold- 
en stieam of $342 au hour running day and 
night. 

“[ know just as well how muh gold there 
is inthis room,“ Superintendent Acton said 
as he guzed aboutthe pilec-up wealth, „as I 
know iny own age, hut uotw.tostanding that it 
must all be weighed again in anticipation of 
the acceunt to Le rendered by July 1. If we had 
had money enough to send tt to the Philadel- 
= Mint we would not have the great trou- 
le of weighing it. About $100,000 of it only 
is put on the scales at a time.” 

Six men were at work. Down the faces of 
allbuttwo of them the sweat rolled and 
their hands were zrimy with black oxide of 
copper. They tugyed atthe gold bars like 
Noneshoremen unloading pig iron. A heavy 
platform truck on four sinall wheels, was 
rolled into the room and on this about twen- 
ty-üve bars or bricks, taken from the built 
up golden walls on three sides of the room, 
were laid. The truck was then drawn along 
the floor by four men, two puliing aud two 
pushing into an adjoining room wiere 
the «cules were. Tire Scales ure 
about five feet high, and the index needle 1s 
more than four feet lonz. The beam anl the 

ans are suspended on steel edges as slurp as 
snife blades, to avoid friction. When the 
small Weights hyd been added to the larze 
ones to balance the gold. the point of the long 
index needle would tremble over the middie 
line of the ivory vraduated scale. Tais pair 
ofscalesisofu kind so delicate that when 
brought to a balance with two pieces of paper 
of equal size in the pans, the mere writiny of 
a uame with a lead pencil on one of the pieces 
of paper will add enough weight to the paver 
totutn the scales in its favor. This has actu- 
ully been done on one oftne scales in the 
assay ruom, but that pair is protected from 
air currents by a glass case. 

The men who handle the gold, thoucs not 
differing much in outward appearance to the 
casual oleerver from coal heavers, are, in 
fact, men of intelligence, of approved repuia- 
tion, and whoreceive good pax.

The method is to take the gold on deposit 
from the bankers or others wno send it, and 
to give them a check on the Sub-Treasury 
after an assay had been made. Each deposit 
of gold is melted and cast into bricks in évery 
cuse before the assay is made. Two small 
“uantities are then chise!l!ed off from two dif- 
ferent bricks and sent one to each of two men 
inthe assav room.

GRISCOWM’S FAST. 


How the Chicago Chameleon Looked og 
the Lhirty-First Day.

It will be thirty-one days at noon to-day 
since John Griscom has tickled his palate 
with anything more substantial than witer, 
although for a week or so he has been dissi- 
peting, madly debauching. ona diurnal dose 
ot alta dozeu beer-muys of lake Water. Nor 
Goes he take ice in it. He wants his water 
straight. It would do a temperance advocate 
voc d, as also dietarians like Dio Lewis, to see 
Griscom drink. Notoper ever enjoved his 
draw wore, and no gormand ever relished his 
elyhorste menu so keenly as does poor starv- 
Griscom. His appetite is perfectly satistled 
bs this bydropxthic treatment, and he after- 
wards Chews a Wooden toothpick as naturaly 
as if Le bad enten u full meal. Toe faster is 
Etting tener, us ought to be expected 
after losing 34 pounds in weight. 
He parted with four ounces of 
tissue verterday. Diagonal furrows 
course bis face, and his eyes sre getting a 
title c’essy. Still Griscom buckies up his 
vest ws little tighter, When nobody is watch- 
ing him, and affects that he is just as hearty 
and robust as ever. Ile is a perfect prodigy 
of good humor, and is the envy of the misera- 
Lle dyspectics Who gaze upon him and then 
co out to eat, perebance to drink, and treat 
themselves as if they had cast-tron stomachs. 
There is just one thing that ruiflesthe faster’s 
equanimity,and that is dead-bead calls at un- 
seasonable hours. He receives only reporters 
and Watchers after 9 p. m., and last evening, 
just he was going to bed. somebody wanted 
to be passedin onthe strength of being an 
Aldermen. 

As Griscom hasn't been having any digest- 
ng to do, the questien arose as to what be- 
came of the saliva elaborated by the glands 
of the mouth during bis protracted talking 
spells, and whose function was to aid diges- 
tion: but the dcctors were not prepared to 
give a definite opinion on thesubject. It was 
stated that normaily chis fluid is aided iu its 
digestive powers by entrapping minute quan- 
tities of sir and carrymg them into the stom- 
ach. It had been well known that the faster 
wus taking immense quantities of air into his 
lungs, but no one had suggested before that 
ory of the atmosphere was passing inte his 
stomach.

hymn was not oviginal, but was acentury old, 
he ceused to murmur. This flow of sativa 
vesterday manifested itself in an entirely new 
Wav; the fester’s mouth actuiby watered at 
letting his imagination get away with him. 
He was doziny in his chair during lull in 
the attendance of visitors, When he dreamed 
he Wus a bog again atthe old home and bis 
mother Mas preparing for him one of 
thore magniticent juuches which loom up be- 
fore the vigorous wprpetite of the average 
voungster; but just as the spread 
Was ready and he was about to sit down, he 
awakened. Fortbe first time in thirty-one 
duys Griscom was hungry, so famished that 
be told his watchers he would be satisfied 
now with forty-tive days. He has now 
reached that stage when the fast is becoming 
intensely interesting, altbough he did not ex- 
pect it so soon. Ile says that, though his 
new sensation is not especially distressing, 
be will have to quit thinking about eating, 
and to thut end he wants his visitors to re- 
frain from any gastronomical allusions.

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THE BOY NUISANCE. 


An Evil That Must Sooa be Taken in 


Hand by the Authorities. 
From the Hartford Courant. 

The recent accident at Williamantic, on the 
New York and New England road, by which 
sevelal cars Were wrecked, one man was bad- 
lv hurt, and the whole business of a great 
railroad was delayed for hours, was due to 
the mischief of idle boys. Nota month ago a 
party of idle boys were arrested in New Brit- 
ain Who had been playing at the same game 
for some time—loosening the brakes on cars 
und letting them run down grade. Serious 
accidents from the same cause have been re- 

orted anumber of times from other places. 

here is no railroad depot but has its band of 
bov loafers, and no freight-yard but is infest- 
ed by them. In Hartford, atthe north end, 
where so many cars stand on side-tracks, 
boys steal couplings to such an extent, to sell 
for old iron, that the railroad managers are 
really interested to find a patent coupler with 
a fixed link—more interested, — may hd 
regret to say, in this economical reform than 
in any sentimental desire to save the lives of 
brakemen. 

Boys fired into a passenger train at Wind- 
sor not long ago, and it was a boy who was 
caught shooting at the elevated railroad 
trainsin New York recently. Now, all this is 
merely a sligbt suggestion of the trouble boys 
make in one line of industry. Theyare capa- 
ble of as much in many other ways, and they 
may be relied on to live up to their capabili- 
ties. Where they come from and what to do 
with them are two questions hard to answer. 
There is no doubt that all through all our 
cities idle boys are vastly more numerous 
than formerly, and in far greater proportion 
to the wbole population than formerly. San 
Francisco has its **hoodlums’’ so plenty that 
they are a class tobe feared; and in New 
York lawless boys are the worst class the 
people have to deal with. Our compulsory 
public school system is in its verv nature a 
confession of the neglect or inability of pa- 
rents to bring up their children, and, on the 
other hand, it can never do ful the work 
they neglectto do. Nor does it reach all. It 
is a curious feature of our industrial prog- 
ress that it lessens rather than increases the 
chances for boys to work. There have been 
a few new brauches opened, of course. There 
are cash Doys—a comparatively recent set of 
child-employes—and there are the district 
messenger boys, who in our considerable 
cities countup quite aelarge number. But 
this is about all the new work that has open- 
ed for them. and it is not in any way pro- 
gressive. It is work the boy can outgrow 
without fitting himself therein for anything 
better. 

And against such opportunities as these 
must be set the great closing of doors caused 
by the trade unions ofall sorts. While work 
is increasing and while all present workers 
must before long die and disappear, still the 
„Unions“ insist upon limiting the number of 
boys who shall learn their trades and be their 
successors, and instead of in any way con- 
tributing tothe advancement of their work 
they thus put all possible obstaclesin the 
wav of the development of a right knowledge 
of it. The head of à large establishment in 
this city, whoemploys many men, Was re- 
cently requested to make each of his appren- 
tices a member of the Hartford Library as 
an excellent way to help them and to help 
the library. In replying he said that he did 
not have one gpprentice now to where he 
had formerly had a dozen. And yet the es- 
tablisbment is four or five times as large as 
it was When apprentices were plenty. 

This is me illustration of what is true of 
all the trades, and of course if there is no 
chance offered to a boy to learn a trade he 
must float around or shoulder a shovel. This 
floating population of boys with plenty of 
time to read pernicious literature and drink 
beer are the source from which nine-tenths 
of our criminals come. They are a menace to 
our society and they are increasing in num— 
ber. Robbery and murder, formerly the 
crimes of old and bardened sinners, are now 
most frequently the work of boys of 25 or 
less, scarcely nominally men. There never 
was u time before when so large a vortion of 
the bad element was young, and that is the 
worst possible promise of the future.

GRANT AND GARFIELD. 


How They Met and Were Received at 
Long Braneh. l

For three days Mr. Garfield had lived just 
across the drive from Mr. Grant and Mr. 
Grant had lived just across the drive from 
Mr. Garfield. It was exactly the same dis- 
tance from the cottage where Grant was to 
the hotel where Garfield was as from Gar- 
field’s hotel to the Grant cottage, but the 
distance either way was too great for either 
totravel. It was, however, just about the 
right distance for a man to see without glass- 
es, and itis well known to every man, wo- 
man and child in this place that ex-President 
Grant spent the greater part of bis dayligut 
time behind the window shutters of the house 
trying tosee what President Gariield was upto 
across the way. Atthis identical time Presi- 
dent Garfield occupied the eligible position 
behind the window shutters of the Elberon 
Hotel, where he closely watched every sas 
picious movement of the ex-silent man across 
the auenue. The strain of all this upon im- 
aginative people here was simply awful. It 
would have been a great relief if one greut 
man had dared the other great man half way; 
it would have been still more gratifying if 
Gartield had gone out into the middle of the 
road and strutted around with a chip on his 
shoulder, or if Grant had dared Garfield to 
come inside the fence, or if anything in the 
world could have happened it would have 
been very pleasant to the expectant 
crowds who daily hung aroung to see fair plav. 

But the meeting finally occurred. The 
great President and the great ex-President 
rot tired glaring at each other through the 
window shutters. The President went out 
to ride and the ex-President went out to 
walk, and they most unaccountably encoun- 
tered each other. It was one of those morn- 
ings when Grant had forgotten to take his 
pistol from under his pillow and put it into 
his pocket, and as be felt around under his 
coat-tails for it he turned white and began to 
wonder if he bad left his will and his Mexican 
Railroad and the third termin good order.

BREEDING FINE HORSES. 


What Capt. Billy Connor Knows About 
American Coursers. 
‘*Gath*’ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Speaking to William Connor, the starter of 

borses in most of the races of the country, to- 
duy, lasked bim about Mr. Crouse. who 
races horses about Chillicothe.  ‘*Crouse,”’ 
suid he, is a substantial old gentleman, fond 
of blooded stock. He was a member of tie 
Ohio Legislature anda Democrat. He had 
quite a cclebrated horse by the name of Re- 
volver. Ile is rather the pioneer of running 
stock in Ohio in our times, and I believe 
Ohio, if it ever becomes her interest to bring 
out race horses, will prove to be oneof the 
best States in the Union for that purpose. 
Most of the State is underlaid with lime 
stone, which seems to be necessary to make 
bone inthe horses. There is no Running 
Association except that one at Cincinnati, 
which hasa short track. Running inthe 
Northwest is in its infaney—in some States 
has not vet begun. There is a Running Asso- 
ciation at Chicago, and they are running 
during this week. St. Louis has a fine track. 
The turf interests of Keutucky and Tennes- 
see are getting to be very large. There is no 
kind of animal that will bring $7,500, one vear 
old, buta race horse. Thatis the price paid 
for the full brother of Luke Blackburn by 
Dwer Brothers. They won not less than 
+100,000 with Blackburn, and if he does not 
come on tbe turf again he will make a large 
amountof money forthem asastaliion. So 
valuable has fine stock become that not un- 
frequently the owner of a valuable thorough- 
bred mare and the owner ofa thoroughbred 
horse will become mutual owners in the pro- 
duct of the two. The sum of $500 goes to the 
owner of the sire forthe services of horses 
like Lexington and Leamington. The best 
breeding farm in the country, in the 
notion of fancierst is stil! Alexan- 
der’s, at Woodburn. The Nashville 
Stock Farm is also in high repute. 
money bas been spent on exper stock 
farms by Messrs. Sanford, 
Pierre Lorillard, at Rancocus, N.J., and Bel- 
mont, at Babvlon, Long Island, than any- 
wbere else. Belmont has done a good deal 
for the turf, and, when he takes time to think, 
is a remarkably just man, but it is the gen- 
eral opinion that there are too many sand- flies 
on his farm for stock to grow well, and that 
he can raise better fish there than horses. 
The largest sum of money ever paid for a 
raceborse in this country is said to have been 
$40,000, of Which Belmont owned one-half,the 
horse being Kentucky. The State of Ken- 
tucky unquestionably continues in the front 
rank of race-borse breeding States, and the 
sale of yearlings there is quite an event. 
Marvland has brought out this year the 
most .notable horse on the running 
track. Glenmore, however, was bred in 
Kentucky. His work in two seasons shows 
that he is the most formidable horse before 
the public. Hisowner, Wm. Jennings, is one 
of three men who ruise running horses in 
Marvland, the ethertwo being Gov. Bowie 
and E. A. Clabaugh. Clabaughb has his farm 
up in the limestone country, not far from the 
Cumberland Valley. Jennings is located 
just outside the city of Baltimore. Bowie is 
down in the clay country of Prince George’s 
county, near the bav. Glenmore is of very 
notuble stock. derived from Blair Athol, 
and—Jennimgs is an Irishman. The Mury- 
land Jockey Club and its course, at Pimlico, 
are tbe best organized inthe United States, 
and I think it probable,’ sail Mr. Connor, 
‘that Haltimore will become the seat of 
Southern racing. Throughout the South 
they are too poor to go into running and 
breeding horses on uny large scale. New 
Orleans Was once the great racing center, 
but they have sold their course there. Lex- 
ington and Louisville attract the Kentuckians, 
but there is big home feeling in that State, 
which leaves it to enjoy its on racing. The 
best track in the country heretofore has been 
considered to be Saratoga, but the new track 
at Coney Island whenits improvements are 
tinished will probabiy be the best fof all. 
They sare now making arrangements,” said 
Mr. Connor, “to have a straight track, as in 
England, for half miles and three-quarter 
mile dashes, so that without any turning the 
best of speed can brought out of the horse 
and the spectators will see the vonclusion. 
The track and the imprevements at Coney 
Island cost about $100,000. The Association 
is the best supported socially in the United 
States. William K. Vanderbilt, son of Pres- 
ident Vanderbilt, is most probably coming on 
the turf, and the family interest in horses 
Will back him up well. 


Bergh and the Pigeon Shooters.

The slaughter of the pigeons was a 
disgrace to a so-called Christian nation and a 
bhlotonour boasted civilization, and the fact 
that there was a Henry Bergh to appear in 
solemn protest is the sole redeeming feature 
in the scene. Such ferocity as this should 
be at once forbicden by the statute.

TERRIFIC TORNADO: 


A Church Moved from Its Foundation— 
Houses Blown Down—Trees Uprooot- 
ed, Ete. 

FRANKLIN, N. II., June 29.—A destructive 
tornadoswept the village yesterday after- 
noon,accompanied by atempest,rain and hail, 
thunder and lightning. The hail stones were 
morethan an inch in diameter every where. 
Half the houses intown had the windows 
shattered and chimneys blown down. Trees 
were uprooted and gardens ruined. ‘Th 


dlamage seems to be mainly contined to 
Franklin and the valley for a mile 
or two each side of the town. 
The ath of tornado §was not 
more than two miles wide. Many houses 
were seriously damaged (the Methodist 
Church of the west village among them) 
by floods of hail and rain, 
which poured through the shattered 
windows. The Catholic Church was moved 
six inches on its foundation, twisted 
and exceedingly damaged. A 
two - storv house, frame barn 
and shed belonging to David E. Brown was 
blown down, and George H. Drake’s house 
was lifted and twisted several feet from its 
foundation, leaving it a total wreck. 
The freight cars atthe depot of the Northern 
tailroad were blown off the track. 
Great damage Was done through 
the town by the furious sweep of 
the waters. Though the continuation of the 
torrent was scarcely fifteen minutes, at 
It o'clock last night the tornado 
was succeeded by a furious 
storm accompanied by heavy and violent 
thunder and lightning, the rain falling in a 
deluge for two hours. 


At Chicago. 

CHicaGo, June 29.— About 2 o’clock last 
nicht a terrific wind and rain storm burst over 
the city, which did considerable damage 
in the way of blowing down houses and un- 
rooting buildings, uprooting trees, ete. Sev- 
eral horses were struck by lightning 
and killed. In Austin, a suburban 
town,the Episcopal Church, not i co mplet- 
ed, Was prostrated tothe ground. No loss of 
life is reported. There is very little telegraphic 
communication With the outside world in any 
direction, and the storm appears to have coy- 
ered 1 wide extent of coun- 
try. The weather last night was sultry, 
but akter the shower it became bright and 
pleasant, although still rather warm. 


THE INDIAN FIGHT. 


Details of the Battle Between the Red- 
skins and Cowboys. 


CuIcaGco, June 29.—The Denver Republi- 
can is in receipt of advices from a 
source considered reliable, which 
zreatly reduces the magnitude of 
the late Indian fight. The substance of the 
information is as follows: Not long alter the 
cattle men arrived in the Indian country 
Billy May, one of the leaders, 


concluded the men were too noisy, and being 
unable to vet them in proper trim, he with 
six others left the main party. Only 
thirteen Indians were encountered, and but 
nine cattlemen went into the fight; the re- 
mainder, apparently seeking to trap 
the Indians, were lying down. The 
nine men pursued the Indians 
and the latter pushed their flight until they 
had drawn their pursuers into a canyon 
Where they eed and fired and left, and 
one of the nine was killed and seven wound- 
ed. Wm. Mav and companions, whowere 
reported missing, have reached the big 
bend of the Dorles in safety. 
At last accounts the thirteen Indians engaged 
in the fleht had crossed the Colorado 
line and were enroute to the Uncom- 
pahgre Agency With their squaws and cattle. 
One squaw iss reported as have received a 
shot while heraing sheep. The Republican 
adds: It is an important fact in estimating the 
dangers caused by the late fight that 
in none of the reports have the 
miners appeared as taking a hand 
inthe fizht. it there had beena fight that 
was likely to cause a general outbreak it 
seems thatthe miners would be sufliciently 
interested to be among them.

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A CLIFF ADVENTURE. 


n the far north of Eogiand, long ago, when 
I — u boy, my brother and I used to be ex- 
pert cragsmen, if I may use the term. Few 
ihinge gave us more pleasure than to scale all 
tbe steep precipices, of which there was no 
lack in our neighborhood. ‘These precipices 
ranged from 100 to 400 feet in height. We 
were never troubled with giddiness and, boy- 
like in sucha pastime, did not know what 
teur meant. 1 dare say if there had heen 
nothing whatever to procure the ‘*danger’s 
self”? would have been “lure alone.“ Dan- 
gerous it certainly was, and many a narrow 
tende we had. Isbuddernow atthe thought 
of ibe places in which we ventured. I have 
often since these far-away days looked atsome 


of these places and wondered at our fool- 


haruiness, and I would not for anv considera- 
tion now attempt to repeat some of our 
escapades. But to add zest to the thing, 
there were multitudes of birds’ nests in those 
preeipices—hawks, gulls, kittiwakes, guillp- 
wots, puffins, cormorants and many others. 
We made a fine collection of eggs; and any 
that we might obtain bevond our owa require- 
ments we could always exchange with friends 
or deale:s for others not procurable in our part 
of the country. Moreover, many of the com- 
monest kinds of eggs, as those Of ai] the culls 
pnd guillemots, were excellent eating when 
fresh and boiled hard. One of our adven- 
tures’ very nearly proved tragic. 

We bad often tned—but had always failed 
—toobtuin any ravens’ eegs. for our collec- 
tion. We were anxious to procure speci- 
wens, and determined that somehow or other 
wesbould. Now, be it known to those who 
are not acquainted with the chw@racter and 
habits ofthe “bird of ill-omen,’* that he is 
one of the most sagacious and cunning of the 
fenthered tribe. He builds his nest high up 
in the most inaccessible cliffs, so that itis al- 
ways impossible to reach it except with the 
help of a rope; and even with such assistance 
itis noeasytask. We knew of a raven’s 
pest about fiity feet from the top ofa very 
steep and be precipice of four bundred feet 
which there Was no possibility of scaling in 
the usual way. a 

Above the nest the cliff was partly over- 
hanging, and beneath and on both sides, ex- 
cept the spot chosen for the nest @ a solitary 
shelf, it was smooth and steep as a wall. 
For muny years thegame pair of ravens, safe 
und unmolested, bad occupied this spot and 
reared their broods; but with the pertina- 
cious ardor of boyhood we were resolved that 
they should no longer find tbat theireyrie was 
impregnable, and we laid our plans accord- 

ingly. 

lt was necessary to have recourse to a rope, 
that one of us might be lowered down from 
the brow of the cliff; also a pully, in the form 
which sailors calla “bloek,’’ was required; 
for one of us Would of course have been un- 
apletohaulup the otber with the single 
rope only, but the doubling of the rope by 
means ol the hock would diminish the weight 
and pressure by one-half, and bring the task 
we!) within our strength. Accordingly, we 

obtained a coil of about forty fathoms of rope, 
such as is coaunmonly used for the sheet of the 
sail of asmall boat; also a small block anda 
strong oak stake. 

The brow of the cliff was a smooth, grassy 
Ward, theturf being hard and to all ap- 
pearances tough. We secured one end of 
the rope to the stake, which we drove firmly 
in the ground, right above the raven’s nest. 
Mv brother was to make the descent; I was 
to stand by the rope and manage the lower- 
ing and hauling up. A small piece of wood 
to sit —— been attached to a loop of 

secured to the lower end vf the 
block, all was ready for action, and the de- 
scent commenced. Slowly I paid out rope. I 
could not see over the cliff but was quite 
within easy earshot and every second or two 
the shout came up, Lower away, lower 
away;” and at last it was: “Hold hard;” 
and in alittle: „All right; haul up now.“ 

I knew thatthe prize was won and ban 
to pull away lustily and cheerily; but when 
1 had recovered not more than three or four 
yards, to my horror and disinay, I noticed the 
treacherous soil vielding to the strain, and 
the stake being drawn. I had barely time to 
seize the stake end of the 10pe. Another ino- 
ment and the stake would have been wrenched 
out of the earth and dragged right over, and 
—. Well. I dare say I should have held on: 
Jam sure I should; but that would have 
been of no avail. * poor brother must have 
fallen down, down till the block caught the 
stake with a jerk, which would have fetched 
me over, too, if I kept mv hold; and down 
those terrible hundred feet, we should have 
both been dashed to inevitable destruction. 
As it was, the situation was dread- 

ul enough for us both. For some 
time, at least, I could hold on, but that was 
all. It was beyond my strength now to haul 
in one yard of rope. 

Haul away, can’t vou!“ shouted my 
brother, little thinking what a frigptful 
thing had happened. | 

I paused a moment before answering. I 
was afraid when be kreu the truth that he 
might faint or lose hw presence of mind at 
the appalling position in which he was placed. 
I did him injustice. A braver, cooler spirit 
never beatin breast of man or boy. Don't 
be alarmed,” I cried; „the stake is loosing a 
little.“ That is how I put it to lessen the 
shock to his nerves. ‘‘Keep still a moment,“ 
I added, “till I see what can be done.“ But 
in truth Leould not think what was to be 
done. I could,dono more than keep my 
place and my hold. 

Has the stake entirely slipped its hold?“ 
hejcried. 

**I fear so—yes,’”’ I replied. “But don’t be 
afraid; J can easily bold you as you are ti! 
we think what can be done.“ 

He knew the worst then: we both knew too 
well the peril of the situation. Had he been 
only afew feet fromthe brow of the preci- 
pice, he might have got up by the rope hand 
over hand, for he was light, wir» and active, 
and his muscles strengthened and tougheued 
by constant exercise, gymnastics, rowing and 
the like. But nearly fifty feet! It was out of 
the question—it was impossible; and we 
both knéw it. Moreover, we had no hope of 
help coming. There was not the slightest 
chance of any one passing that way, for the 
eliff was far away from human habitation,an 

isolated headland at the extremity of a pen- 
insula, where a few more half-wild shee 
“razed:a place, therefore, Which no one ha 
occasion to visit except the owner of said 
sheep, two or three times a year. Of All this 
we were perfectly aware.

Municipal Assembly.

The bill providing for 
the use of one railroad company’s tracks by 
another company was taken up and after a 
lengthy discussion the Council bya vote of 
10to2 receded from its amendment requir- 
ing the new company to own as much track 
as it proposed to use on the old company’s 
road. The gas compromise bill 


was passed by a 10 to 2 
vote. A large number of dilis 
were received from the Lower House, and 
signed. The Council then adjourned to Oc- 
tober 11. 

THE HOUSE. 

At the meeting of the House of Delegates 
last night the Committee on Ways and Means 
reported favorably on the Council bill autbor- 
izing the Mayor and Comptroller to sell cer- 
tuin lots and pieces of property belonging to 
the city and to apply the proceeds to the 
erection of public buildings. This provoked 
a heated discussion, and finally 4 motion 
10 postpone action on the bill was carried 
by a vote of 16 to 7. The Council bill con- 
cerning the compromise with the St. Louis 
Gas Lignt Company was received and a mo- 
tion to reject received Votes: ayes 16, nays 
10. The House then adjourned until Octo- 
ber 1], 1881.

Management. 


The Plan of Absorption Applied 
to Several Old Corporations. 


A Location forthe New Depot Not Yet 
Fully Settled Upon. 


That St. Louis is to have a new Union 
Depot is generally accepted as a settled fact 
in railroad circles. Where it is to be located 
and who isto build it are subjects ofa good 
deal of speculation even among those who 
might be supposed to be well informed. A 
good deal of persistent inquiry prompts the 
conclusien that there is much in detail still to 
be settled. The drift of the negotiations in 
progress can, however,be stated with definit- 


ness. 

It is the design to bring the bridge, the 
tunnel, the Union Depot and the transit pro- 
perty and some minor corporation interests 
under the control of 

ONE COMPANY. 
in which the Gould influence’ will 
predominate. The statement chat the Wabash 
and the Missouri Pacific systems had acquir- 
ed the control of the bridge was correct only 
in so far as the interests which are embraced 
inthe new terminal corporation are those 
which are associated with Gould in the two 
railroad systems mentioned. The new Bridge, 
Tunnel, Transit and Depot Company is to be 
a distinct corporation. Part of the property 
is being acquired by lease, part by pairchase 
and part by the transfer of stock. In these 
different ways the new organization is grad- 
ually absorbing outside interests, and either 
has now or soon will have complete control. 
It is the plan of consolidation 
, BY ABSORPTION 
which Gould has so often applied successfully 
in his railroad operations which is being made 
use of now to bring into one half a dozen or 
more corporations. 

Heretofore there has beena Bridge Com- 
pany, a Tunnel Company, a Transit Company 


and a Union Depot Company. Besides these 
there have been two or three minor but close 
corporations for furnishing supplies, attend- 
ing to construction and making temporary 
loans for the operation of this quartet of en- 
terprises. The — 5 und Walsh inter- 
ests, Which is in harmony if not identical with 
Gould, have had control of the bridge and 
tunnel, while 
THE CINCINNATI PARTIES, 

Clement, Shoemaker, Thompson and others, 
bave had control of the Union Depot and the 
Transit property. 

In the new corporation, which will be a 
gigantic one, Mr. Humphreys, Mr. Walsh and 
others place their interest in bridge and tun- 
nel, and it is not unlikely that Mr. Julius 8. 
Walsh will be the President. The absorption 
of the Union Depot and the transit companies 
and the minor but profitable attachments is 
now going on. Just how much stock has 
changed hands cannot be learned, but 
the squeezing is going on, and it is 
a matter of general prediction among rail- 
road circles that a few davs will bring the 
announcement that all the Union Depot and 
Transit property has passed under the con- 
trol of the new company. 

The Cincinnati 3 were pretty stiff 
at first, but when they discovered the scope 
of the new company and learned that a depot 
was to be built further West, and that their 
collection of sheds would prove 

\ DEAD WEIGHT 

on their hands, they to 
show an inclination to paßt with 
stock at what the purchasers were Filling to 
calla fair price. With the bridge, tunnel 
and a new depot under one management the 
old companies would not find their tracks 
and buildings unprofitable property. Of 
course the acquirement of the tracks and 
buildings is essential tothe complete suceess 
of the consolidation. but not absolutely nec- 
essary, as the Missouri Pacitic could 
furnish the connecting link between the 
tunnel and the new depot. Those concerned 
in the movement went far enough to show 
the old depot and tunnel people that they 
were in earnest and then concessions were 
made on both sides which insured the accom- 
plishment ofthe plan of consolidation. 

Among those who are not good-natured 
over the wiping out of the existing compan- 
ies and the present plan of operation 
is J. M. Thompson. He is Secretary 
of the Transit Company and also of the Depot 
2 and is likewise interested in one or 
two small corporations which have made a 
good thing in attending te the terminal de- 
tails and wants of so extensive a railroad sys- 
tem as St. Louis has. There have been 
wheels within wheels inthe management of 
these different companies until the profits 
were cut down considerably before they 
reached the stockholders. The latter com- 
plained that the income on the invest- 
ment did not warrant a new depot 
orany extensive improvement, and so St. 
Louis had to put up withthe apology for a 
depot for five yeas. 

AN ECONOMICAL PLAN, 

Under the scheme of consolidation it is be- 
lieved that the expenses of operating bridge, 
tunnel and depot will be greatly reduced. It 
will be one company. The number of salaried 
officials will be much smaller. Those who 
have figured on the cost of operation under 
the old and new plans say 
that the burden on the railroads 
will be made much less, and that the profits 
will be increased in proportion to the invest- 
ment over What is now returned to stock- 
holders, 

The location of the new depot is yet tobe 
definitely fixed. As the Post-DIspATcnH has 
stated several times the plan is to adopt the 
present structure and sheds for freight pur- 
poses and to locate the passenger depot con- 
siderably west of Twelfth street. There has 
been developing pretty rapidly a demand for 
property from Tayon avenue to Twentieth 
street, both north and south of Clark avenue. 
Several pieces of ground have changed hands 
inthe locality within a few days. This has 

rompted the impression and report that the 

ocality has been already settled upon for the 
depot. Those, however, who are in a posi- 
tien to be best posted on the progress of the 
movement say that no site has been chosen

PLANS FOR THE STRUCTURE

to change. The ground plan eontemplates a 
site at least 2,000 feet in length, and wide 
enough to furnish track room for the roads 
now centering bere, and for several likely to 
come in.

Club, and Messrs. H. C. Stifel, Theo. Berle 
and H. P. Allis, representing the Mississippi 
Rowing Club. 

For some unaccountable reason no Modoe 
representatwes were present, although noti- 
tied by Mr, Stifel. 

Mr. H. C. Stifel was elected Chairman and 
Theo. Berle was elected Secretary. 

The above letter of Mr. James M. Kershaw 
was read and unanimously accepted. 

The Chairman then called upon the dele- 
gates to name the number of crews thev 
would enterin the various races with the 
following result: 

For the four-oared shell race the St. Louis 
Rowing Club will enter one crew, the West- 
erns one crew, the Excelsiors two crews and 
the Mississippis two crews.
